Sun Spots Termed 
Hest Refrigerator 
By College Teacher

known to man, and they work on 
the same principle as man-made 
refrigerators, 
according 
to 
Prof, 
John W. Evans, acting catonian os 
the University of Minnesota astron­ 
omy department 
He explained that "the heated 
gas expands and cools the atmos­ 
phere. While the temperature of 
the sun is 10.8 0 degrees Fahren­ 
heit. tho center of tins whirlpool 
is only 7.200 degrees. The sun spot 
could make an object taken from 
the sun's atmosphere 3,600 degrees 
cooler.” 
Magnetic storms seem to cor­ 
relate closely with the appearance 
of sun spots, In- said. 
The aurora 
borealis also apparently is corre­ 
lated with sun spot,-, crossing the 
sun. Expt riments at the Univer­ 
sity of Arizona have proved that 
trees grow better at a maximum 
period of the sun spots, he said, 
"Although the sun spots appear 
black,” he said, "if all licht from 
the sun were shut off, they would 
bt- too blight to look at. If an ob­ 
server 
from 
another 
planet 
aw 
our tornadoes, they would appear 
similar to the 
sun 
spots 
which 
travel at a rate of 150 mile.'- a sec­ 
ond." 
The spots are so large —100.000 
miles in diameter 
-that our earth; 
could be dropped through th* cen­ 
ter “and It would be lo t some­ 
where in the core.
